The 
gentleman’s proposition was to have this 
country at the mercy of foreign trusts, while, 
if there was a protective tariff on tin-plate, 
the American manufacturers could compete 
with foreign trusts. 

In regard to the pending bill, Mr. Taylor 
said that it went as farasany legislation which 
could be passed under the constitution. It 
must be supplemented with legislation by the 
states. What the precise definition of a trust 
was, and what state of facts would justify the 
penalties being imposed, could bo ascertained 
only by submission to the courts. 

The debate was continued by Messrs. Can- 
non, MeMillin, Bland, McKintey, Butter- 
worth, Heard, Rogers, of Arkansas, Stockdale 
and Enloe. 

Mr. Bland offered an amendment making 
unlawful any contract or agreement to pre-e 
vent competition in the sale or purchase of any 
commodity transported from one state to 
another. He believed that this amendment 
would strike at the beef trust of Chicago with- 
out leaving it to a court todecide. Mr. Bland’s 
amendment was adopted on a viva voce vote 
and the bill was passed in the same manner 
with a single dissenting vote.

ext marched the furniture-workers, cabi- 
net-makers, carria and wagon-builders, 
cigar-makers, ¢ ~makers, boiler-makers, 
gas-fitters box-makers, rattan-workers and 
harness-makers. 

Many of the trades escorted in their ranks 
gaudily decorated “‘floats,’’ on whieh were 
realistic representations of members- of the 
craft _pursuing their daily occupations— 
brick-layers building a miniature house ; boiler- 
workers pounding 2 mammoth steam boiler; 
coopers playing with an adze and a driver on 
huge casks; shoe-makers imitating the labors 
of St. Crispin; carpenters shoving the plane 
and driving the saw; stone-cutters smoothing 
rough stones, and many similar exhibitions of 
skill.

PHILADELPHIA CARPENTERS’ STRIKE. 

PHILADELPHIA, May 1.—The journeymen 
carpenters of this city went on a strike 
this morning, as they had previously an- 
nounced they would do. Their demand is for 
a nine-hour working day, with pay at thirty- 
three cents per hour, A majority of the mas- 
ter carpenters, at a meeting Tuesday night, 
decided to resist the demands of the men for 
an increase. A few, however, including John 
Wanamaker, who employs sixty men, and 
Allen B. Roorke, a prominent builder, who 
has 175 carpenters on his rolls, notified their 
men several days ago that, beginning today, 
their wages would be increased to $3.15 per 
day. 
The number of men thus affected is some- 
thing over five hundred. ‘They are at work, 
as usual, today, and it is not believed they 
will be ordered out. The strike was accom- 

lished without a demonstration of any sort. 
here has been no disturbance so faras known, 
and asthe general disposition of the men is 
quiet and orderly, it is not believed that any 
will occur. Roughly estimated, three thou- 
sand men are out. 
THE BOSTON STRIKE. 

Boston, May 1.—The strike of the carpen- 
ters of this city for an eight-hour work day, 
was formally inaugurated this morning. About 
1,600 men are out, and of this number 550 are 
recruits who joined the disaffected within the 
past day. Itis estimated that there are 2,000 
men in the city who have been granted eight 
hours by about one hundred firms who are not 
members ef the Master Builders’ association. 
These men have the approval of the Carpen- 
ters’ union in continuing at work. 

A member of the Builders’ association said 
to a reporter this morning that the strike is of 
much smaller dimensions than expected. He 
expressed opinion that the strikers will never 
secure their demands from the Builders’ asso- 
ciation, andthat this movement by the men 
will break up the Carpenters’ union. 

A STRIKE IN PITTSBURG. 

PiTTsBuRG, May 1.—Labor day in Pittsburg 
was uneventful, and peace and harmony pre- 
vailed among employers and employed in all 
branches of business, save the cornice and tin 
work industry. Three hundred tinners came 
out this morning for an advance of twenty-five 
cents a day, and seven firms have shut down.

MILWAUKEE. May. 1.—In Milwaukee thede- 
mand of the union earpenters for the adoption 
ofthe eight-hour system was not complied 
with, andas the men were willing to accept 
eight hours’. pay fer eight-hours’ work, the 
movement has ‘met. with no strong opposition 
on the part of their employers. , ; 

Although the Contracting Carpenters’ asso- 
ciation decline, as a body, formally to declare 
in favor of eight hours, many of the individual 
members of the association, including the presi- 
dent, have announced that: they will conform 
to the wishes of the men. Those who have 
taken this stand inclnde the leading contractors 
in the city, and the indications are that if any 
striking is done by the Milwaukee carpenters, 
it will be in cases where individual contract- 
ors insist on retai the ten-hour system. 
The Masons’ and Bricklayers’ union have de- 
cided to assist the carpenters by stopping work 
on a])] buildings where the men refuse to accede 
to the demands. The pay for carpenters is 
twenty-two cents an hour, and under the 
eight-hour system the men will get $2.76a 
instead. of $2.20 as heretofore. The 
union men claim that under thenew order of 
things 500 of their fellow-craftsmen, who are 
now unemployed, will be given work. There 
are from 2,000 to 2,500 carpenters in the. city, 
and it is claimed that 1,500 of them belong to 
the unions, which have made large accessions 
to their membership during the last few weeks. 

There is no likelihood of a strike in any of 
the other building trades as the eight-hour sys- 
tem has been in vogué among the masons and 
brick-layers of Milwaukee for three years, whilo 
the plumPers aré just organizing and are not 
in a position to strike. Pattern-makers and 
carpenters employed in manufacturing estab- 
lishinents where other employes are obliged to 
work ten hours a day, afe not included in the 
eight-hour movement. It is stated that an at- 
tempt will. be made to gain shorter hours for 
the next year. Officers of the Federated 
Trades’ Council are organizing unions of the 
hardwood finishers, cabinet-makers and tuarn- 
ers. There have been threats of a strike for 
higher wages by some classed-tannery em- 
ployes, but.as yet the men have made no de- 
mauds on their.employers. It seems very cer- 


tain that the trouble, if any oecurs in Milwau- 


kee, will be confined to the carpenters, and 
that there will be no general strike, 
even in’ that trade. At the 
meeting lastnight, which lasted until nearly 
midnight, resolutions were adopted requesting 
the contractors to grant the demands for the 
eight-hour change, to take place Friday, May 
20. Sunday night another meeting will be 
held, at which reports about the situation are 
to be submitted. Ifthe men then should not 

ave carried their point, they will go out. A 
large number of non-union men joined the 
union. They also resolved not. te celebrate 
today, but to keep on working. Last night’s 
parade of gion carpenters was participated 4 
in -by abeut. seven hundred men. As they 
marched through the streets they attracted 
much attention. As they moved along the 
streets they impressed the spectators with the 
idea they were thoroughly in earnest in their 
endeavor to secure aneight-hour working day, 
and determined to carry their point, quietly if 
possible, but, if necessary, willing to go out on 
a strike. 

A GENERAL REPORT. 

WASHINGTON, May 1.—Up to 10:30 o’clock 
tonight only two cases of labor demonstration 
attended with violence have been reported. 
These were at Pesth, described elsewhere, 
and at Prossnitz, a small town in the province 
of Moravia, Austria’ No other has been heard 
from in Europe and not anyin tre United 
States, although demonstrations, with or with- 
out strikes, were made in almost every great 
center of population in the United States and 
Europe. A majority of these were for shorter 
hours of labor; but in a great many cases a 
demand was made for increased pay. 

Dispatches indicate that there were no 
labor demonstrations today at Baltimore, 
Cincinnati, Kansas City, Omaha, Milwaukee, 
Minneapolis, St. Paul, Cieveland cr Toledo. 
Demonstrations, usually as incident to strikes, 
were made ata large numberof the smaller 
manufacturing cities of New Engiand. New 
York, Ohio, Indiana, Illinois and Michigan.

ALL QUIET IN AUSTRIA. | 

VIENNA, May 1.—1:30 p. m.—Despite the 
belief that the labor demonstration in this city 
would be attended by grave disorders,there has, 
as yet, been no disturbance whatever. There 
have been no street parades, but meetings are 
‘being held in the various halls, which are 
attended bya larger portion of the working- 
men in the city. No afternoon papers were 
issued today, as the printers are all taking part 
in the May day fetes. Movements in the 
provinees are spreading. It is calculated 
threnughont Austria and Hungary that one 
million men have atruck, or have threatened 
to strike. 

The prater has been occupied ail day by 
troops, but the crowds that fill the streets have 
been orderly and there has been no necessity 
for official interference. Reports from Ostrau, 
and Troppran say that work has been proceed- 
ing as nsual and nodisturbances have occurred. 
From Prossnitz comes news of a riot. It ap- 

ars that a number of workmén had 

en put in prison there; and when 
their fellow-workmen gathered on the streets 
this morning a plot was hatched for their 
liberation, The result was that a mob of fully 
4,000 men made a combined attack upon the 
prison. The authorities, however, in anticipa- 
tien of such an occurrence had provided a 
guard for the prison, and the rioters, in spite 
of their desperate efforts, were repulsed and 
completely routed. 

The day passed. without disturbances in any 
quarter. Over sixty workmens’ meetings were 
held, at all of which resolutions were adopted 
in favor of a working day of cight hours. 

NO DISTURBANCE IN SPAIN. 

MADRID, May 1.—Reports received here this 
morning concerning the May day demonstration 
show that tranquility prevails throughout the 
provinces, The strike in Valencia, however, 
is spreading.‘ Employes in all trades there are 
joining in the movement for the establishment 
of an eight-hour. working day. Theaters in 
Valencia will be closed tonight. 

Thirty thousand workingmen paraded in 
Barcelona today. They presented a petition 
to the governor asking protection for the 
working people. Similar demonstrations were 
held in the manufacturing towns of Catalonia. 
There are extensive strikes in Sarragossa, but 
no disorder has occurred. Workingmen pa- 
raded in Valencia and tried to induce others 
to leave work. They attempted to stop tram 
traftic, butwere dispersed by the civil guard.

Thousands of workmen assembled today,and 
after organizing a meeting, appointed dele- 
gates to presenta petition to the Cortes asking 
for the passage of an egight-hourlaw.

with the board since my sede fake eo sonton 
my resignation as said director. Please 
accept my grateful thanks for your considera- 
tion.” He was a small stockholder when ha 
was elected, a month or so before, and he holds 
Still all the stock heever owned. He is able and 
satisfied to keep it, and he has great faith in the 
value of the property.” 

Mr. Pratt added: 

‘There was a meeting of the board, but it had 
nothing to do with the resignation of Governor 
Alger. The annual-report was read,and the 
meeting adjourned without having done znything 
more than consider ina general way the affairs of | 
the company. These stories are inspired by my 
predeceszors in the management of the Tennessee 
Coal and Iron company, John H.. Inman, A. M. 
Shook and Nathaniel Baxter, and require little 
attention. The policy of employing convict laber - 
was inaugurated by my predecessors, and conse- 
quently whatever they say against it, is a 
reflection upon themselves. My own view of the 
Subject, as expressed in my annual report to the 
company, is that the leasing of convicts by the 
company has never had the effect of reducing ita 
employment of free labor, but quite the contrary.” 

THE ANSWER MADE. 

Messrs. Baxter and Shook were shown. the 
Statement of Mr. Platt, and asked what they 
had to say about it. 

“Mr. Platt is mistakenj” said Mr. Shook, 
“We have had nothing to do with the publica- 
tions any way reflecting upon those in the 
present management of the Tennessee Coal 
and Iron company. We are large holders of 
the securities of that company, and certainly 
want to do nothing tu the injury and detri- 
ment of the property.” 

“Mr. Platt is mistaken in asserting that we 
are responsible for the ‘stories’ to which he 
refers. Neither Mr. Inman, Mr. Shook 
nor myself have instigated this 
controversy,””’ said Mr. Baxter, ‘nor 
have we,”’ he continued, “either of us, any 
sympathy whatever with the attack made ow 
the Tennessee Coal and Iron company, or ite 
officers, by reason of the fact that the company 
is.the lessee of thestate penitentiary.

THE E1GHT-HOUR LAW. 


A Delegation of Knights of Labor Before the 
Committee on Labor, 

WasHincTon, May 1.—{Special.]—A delega 
tion of Knights of Labor were given a hearing 
before the committee on labor today. The 
Wade bill was indorsed with slight amend- 
ments. The bill provides that eight hours 
shall constitute a day’s work for all laborers of 
every class employed by the gouernment, -¢x- 
ceptin case of extraordinary emergencies in 
time of war, to preserve property or prevent 
destruction of human life, and then they are 
to be paid on the basis of eight hours per day. 
H. J. Schulteia, judge-advocate of the district 
assembly, said to Tue Constitution: “We 
intend to add anothér amendment when the bill 
is brought to the house, which will be next Labor 
day. It will be a penalty clause of $1,000 for 
every violation, and the ayes and noes will be 
demanded. Every member must go on record. 
This eight-hour question is most important 
now: being discussed. TheTiext is the Austra- 
lian ballot system, which has been adopted by 
eleven states, and will come up for action be- 
fore the legisiatureof every state. Hill vetoed 
the bill, and this killed him politically.” 

‘Mr. Cieveland. How does he stand?” 

“Mr. Cieveland, as well as many other great 
men, are with us. The bill prevents the buy- 
ing of votes and bribery. Baliote 
must be officially issued. No em- 
ployer knows how the employe votes. 
Governor - Campbell favors the system. 
Today is a great day for the laboring people. 
At our headquarters we have received many 
telegrams. It was not necessary for ustohave a 
demonstration here. Chicago, [ fear, will show 
up badly. Our hours of labor must be reduced 
in order to give the unemployed work. Im- 
proved machinery has made this necessary. 
There are one million unemployed in this coun- 
try, some imported here in violation of the 
labor law. The report of the secretary of the 
treasury for 1889 shows three men sent back 
—two college professors and one $10,000 min- 
ister. This makes the law seem ridiculous. 
Thirty-five thousand laborers were imported 
to Pennsylvania alone last year. We feel 
that the Wade bill, as amended, will put us 
right.”

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HARRY PHINIZY DEAD. 


THE UNEXPECTED DEMISE OF A 
WELL-KNOWN YOUNG MAN. 


The Brilliant Career of Mr. Phinizy in Col- 
lege and in Journalism— His Candidacy 
for the Legislature—The Funeral. 


ATHENS, Ga., May 1.—[{Special.]—Athens 
was terribly shocked this afternoon about half 
past 3 o'clock, when the sudden news came 
from the Commercial hotel that Mr. Harry H. 
Phinizy was dead. 

From lip to lip the sad intelligence passed, 
and his many friends fearned with sorrowful 
hearts of the death of one of their most cher- 
ished and genial companions. 

A short while since Mr. Phinizy entered his 
announcement in the daily papers as a candi- 
date for legislative honors, and in a manly and 
outspoken manner pronounced the platform 
tapon which he intended to stand. His an- 
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mouncement was very favorably received, and 
he started into the race with brilliant prospects 
before him. A few days since he 
delivered a masterful address to the voters of 
the first ward, and greatly impressed his hear- 
ers with his splendid speech and genial man- 
ners. He was then suffering eerily with dys- 
entery, and in a few days after Was quite sick. 
Four days ago he was contined to his bed at the 
Cow mercial hotel, where he was stopping for 
the time, and his condition was such as to war- 
rant the calling inof a physician. Dr. Gerdine 
attended him and by skilful treatment was 
etting him on a fair road to recovery. While 
e was quite sick it was not thought that it 
was serious illness. 

Today at noon he ate dinner with a relish 
and retired to his room. Ina short while he 
was seized with 2 painin the stomach and 
nausea followed. In afew moments vomiting 
setin, followed by a violent hemorrhage of 
the bowels, under which Mr. Phinizy fainted 
away. George Davis, a negro man, was stay- 
ing with him, and, rushing to his side, began 
torub him toseeif he could not make him 
speak. He could not, and Dr. Gerdine was 
sent for. Not being able to find Dr. Gerdine, 
Dr. Pope was called, but ere he reached the 
bedside of the young sufferer the spark of life 
had been extinguished, and Harry Phinizy 
was dead. 

Kind and loving friends were soon sum- 
moned to the death chamber, and tender 
hands smoothed back the raven locks of the 
sleeping dead, and arranged the body for its 
last resting-piace. 

* Harry Phinizy was one of the handsomest 
young menin Georgia, and his features in 
death were composed and tranquil. He 
looked us if he had fallen into a calm sleep. 
Harry Hayes Phinizy was the son of the late 
Ferdinand Phinizy, and had-attained his 
twenty-seventh year. When quite young he 
entered the University of Georgia, and took a 
prominent stand in the intellectual battles of 
those days. A more richly) endowed young 
man could not have been found. Handsome, 
genial, intellectual, of splendid family and 
wealthy, all went to make him a youth of very 
promising future. He had, for the greater 
‘part of his professional life, been a journalist, 
and has very successfully worked 
for THE ATLANTA CONSTITUTION, the Athens 
Chronicle, the Athens Banner and some of the_ 
New York papers. 
equals among the younger men of the state. 
For several years he had. been in somewhat 
feeble health, and had not actively engaged in 
journalism for some time past. 

Mr. Phinizy leaves a wide circle of friends 
and acquaintances to mourn his death. A 
feeling of deep sympathy and tender feeling 
exists all over the city for the bereaved rela- 
tives, and in the hearts of his friends will ever 
remain a spot sacred to hismemory. He will 
be buried tomorrow. in Oconee cemetery, the 
funeral services occurring at the residence of 

. Mrs. A. B. Phinizy, on Milledge avenue. 

To write of Harry Phinizy dead is a duty 
which brings sorrow and pain. It was just 
about three years ago that Harry came to THE 
ConstitTuTIoON, full of energy and ambition to 
eucceed in the new field opened up to him. 
He was an indefatigable worker, never shirk- 
ing a duty, but always ready and anxious to 
assume any responsibility which would open a 
field for the display of his talents. He madea 
reputation and he found friends, aud when, 
some months later, avacancy occurred in the 
Washington bureau, Harry was chosen to fill 
the place. His telegrams and letters from the 
national capital were widely commented 
upon, and everybody who watched his 
work felt that there was a brilliant future for 
this young man. But just ashe had gotten 
well started, his career there was cut short by 
il]-health, and he was obliged to lay down his 


work. 

For nearly two years he was an invalid. 
Then he came back seemingly fresher and bet- 
ter equipped for the battles of life than ever, 
He told of his approaching marriage with a fair 
daughter of Mississippi, and as he boarded a 
train for Athens remarked that when he came 
to Atlanta again it would be as a mem- 
ber of the legislature. A few 
days later the formal announcement 
of his candidacy for that body 
appeared, and he wentintothe fight with a 
zealand earnestness which meant victory. 
Now comes the news of his sudden taking 
away. It is hard, very hard, to believe that he 
is gone—that we will never see his handsome 
face, never hear his kindly voice again. Deep- 
est sorrow follows the thought, and then a 
prayer for those nearest mourners in this hour 
of their affliction.

The Investment company has purchased 
several building lots, and will soon begin the 
erection of elegant residences. 

The spirif*of enterprise has struck the 
town full in’ the face. Other enterprises, 
such as guano factory, cotton-seed oil mill, 
tannery and machine shops will soon be built. 
The people of Montezuma have awakened to 
the necessity of diversified manufactories, and 
have gone to work with a vim to secure them. 

Since the Investment company was organ- 
ized, two months ago, real estate has advanced 
fifty percent. In that time this company has 
built the Montezuma variety works, the arte- 
sian ice factory, the canriing factory and 
will soon have the steam laundry. All of this 
has been done in less than two months. 
Energy, brains and money when working in 
harmony with each other accomplish much.

THE MEAT INQUIRY. 


Senator Vest Reports the Investigation of the 
Committee. 

WASHINGTON, May 1.—Mr. Vest presented 
and explained the report of the special com- 
mittee of the senate appointed in May, 1888, on 
the transportation and sale of meat products. 
It is along document (about 100 type-written 
pages),accompanied by a copy of the testimony 
taken by the committee, in prosecuting its in- 
quiries at St. Louis, Chicago and New: York, 
and is signed by all the members of the com- 
mittee— Messrs. Vest, Coke, Plumb, Manderson 
and Farwell. The legislative measures pro- 
posed by the committee to remedy the evils of 
traftic were set forth in Mr. Vest’s statement. 
These are fourin number. The first was a 
concurrent resolution asking the president of 
the United States to inaugurate diplomatic 
correspondence with the authorities of Great 
Britain to bring about the repeal or modification 
of the existing quarantine regulations of the 
United.-Kingdom. The next was one provid- 
ing for a national inspection law, ard requir- 
ing that all live cattle shall be inspected when 
exported ; and also that cattle intended for ex- 


portation (or the meat of which is intended for | 


exportation) shall be subject to inspection at 
the places where killed. The next was in- 
tended to prohibit the monopoly now practiced 
as to the storage capacity of steamships carry- 
ing cattle to foreign countries; and the fourth 
was one intended to prevent the discrimina- 
tion which now existed on all railroads belong- 
ing tothe Trunk Lines’ association (and that 
embraced all roads running from Chicago 
east), under which no mileage is given to any 
improved cattle cars carrying live cattle from 
the west to the east. 

The customs administrative bill was taken 
up, the pending question being on Mr. Quay’s 
amendment, securing to an cg cage importer 
the right to bring a common law suit against a 
collector. In the course of the discussion that 
followed, Mr. Hiscock presented an amend- 
ment which, he said, it had been agreed by 
several members of the finance committee to 
offer. It was to insert the words ‘and said 
court, in is discretion, may receive additional 
evidence, and may, in its discretion (to pro- 
mote justice) send difficult questions of fact 
for trial to jury.’’ He believed that that pro- 
vision wouid be satistactory to everyone. 

Mr. Vest drew from Mr. Hiscock’s admission 
that the amendment had been prepared only 
about thirty minutes previously, and Mr. Alli- 
soh said the amendment was not the result of 
any action by the finance committee but of two 
New York senators—Messrs. Evarts and His- 
cock alone. 

Mr. Allison moved to lay Mr. Gray’s

' Mr. Coke moved to amend the bill by insert-

New York, May 1.—A dispatch was re- 
ceivedin Brooklyn from Weldon, N. C., say- 
ing that Edward D. Walker, editor of the Cos- 
mopolitan, who arrived here last Thursday and 
registered at the Coast Line hotel, had myste- 
riously disappeared. .On Saturday he went 
down the Roanoke river bank to fish, 
and has not since been heard of, though a 
thorough search had been made for him. The 
supposition is that he tried to cross the river 
by the wire ferry, and not being familiar with 
the operation of the wire and boat, was 
drowned. Mr. Walker lived in New York 
with his brother-in-law, Willis Van Valken- 
burg, and his mother. He was connected with 
the editorial department of the Cosmopolitan. 
About three weeks ago he went south for his 
health and to write some descriptive articles 
for his magazine. He wrote a letter on Friday 
to his mother from Weldon, N. C., saying he 
was goingona canoeing expedition with a 
negro guide, and would be home early this 
week. He is about thirty years old and has a 
large circle of friends.

It is not believed that MacFarlane’s failure 
can affect the electric light, water and railroad 
interests her. The bonds held in Macon are 
secured by firstand second mortgages on plants 
richly worth these bonds. Mr. Work gave 
$150,000 forthe stock of the light and water 
company, and assumed $500,000 of bonds, 
$185,000 of which had not been sold at the 
time of the purchase of the plant. The semi- 
annual payment, of interest on the above 
bonds fell due today, and was paid, amounting 
to $15,000; $6,000 was paid to the Macon 
bondholders. The balance went north. Be- 
‘fides the above investment in electric light 


~ and water plant, Mr. Work purchased for 


MacFarlane and his associates the Macon City 
and Suburban Street railway for $75,000. It is 
said the road has been bonded since then. He 
also bought the dummy lige. MacFarlane 
owns nearly half a million in his insurance 
company, all of which is pledged for loans. In 
the schedule of stocks, bonds and all other 
securities hypothecated to the American Life 
‘Insurance company for cash actually loaned 
by the company, are 245 shares Macon Gas- 
Light and Water company; 1,883 shares 
Macon City and Suburban Street Railway 
company, and 1,000 shares Electric Power 
company ; aiso $60,000 of bonds of the Macon 
Cityand Suburban Street railway, hypothe- 
cated for $45,000. 

A Philadelphia dispatch says: 

“Nobody in this city appears to have heard 
of the Macon Gas-Light and Water company 
bond and Suburban railway stock.’’ 

Rerhaps the Macon light, water and street 
raifway palnts may change hands again. De 
velopments are awaited.

A SOUTHERN BANK IN NEW YORK. 


An Olid Bank Merged Into a New One 
Under Southern Management. 

fr New York, May 1.—{Special.J—The re- 

organization of the Commercial bank is prac- 

tically ebmpleted, although the change will 

not go into effect until Muay 15th. 

The bank will then become a distinctively 
In fact, its name from 
that date will be the Southern National bank. 

The change of the management was effected 
ata meeting of the stockholders. Congress- 
man Felix Campbell resigned as a director, 
and there being one other vacancy in the 
board, both places were filled by the 
election of John C. Calhoun and W. J. 
Moody. The number of directors 
was then increased from eight to 
nine, and this extra place filled by the election 
of James Kincannon. Mr. Kincannon was 
formerly the National bank examiner in Tex- 
as, New Mexico and Arizona. He came to 
New York with funds subscribed in the south- 
west, to start a bank here, to be known as the 
Southern National. Instead of starting a 
new bank, he made a combination with the 
controlling interest in the Commercial Nation- 
al bank, whereby the capital stock of the bank 
was to be increased $1,000,000. The difference 
between the original capital .of $300,- 
000 and this increased amount rep- 
resents to a large extent the 
fund at Mr. Kincannon’s command. Thenew 
stock was all taken at $110 a share. 

Orson Adams, the president of the bank, 
tendered his resignation, to take effect May 
15th. The resignation was accepted, and W. 
W. Flannagan, the cashier, was made presi- 
dent and Mr. Kincannon vice-president. Mr. 
Fiannagan is a southerner. He was cashier of 
the People’s National bank at Charlottesville, 


York to accept the position of cashier of the 
Commercial National, which had just been 
built up out of the ruins of the Marine. 

The full board of directors of the reorganized 
bank is as follows: J. D. Kurtz Crook, E. B. 
Bartlett, Isaac Rosenwahl, Alden §S. Swan, 
Orson Adams, W. W. Flannagan, John C. 
Calhoun, W. T. Moody and James Kincannon. 

Mr. Adams, aJthough he gave up the presi- 
dency, intends remaining with the bank as a 
director. He denied today a story which had 
been circulated to the effect that the bank had 
lost through its connection with J.A. Sim- 
mons, of the Sixth National fame. He said 
the Commercial had had only one loan with 
Mr. Simmons and that paid in full.

In a recent interview Senator Barbour ex-, 


pressed the opinion that, in spite of all fed- 
eral interference in the matter of partisan 
legislation, the people of the south will con- 
trol their own political affairs; as the south 
emerged from the darkest days of republican 
misrule to the dawn of peace and order and 
democratic supremacy on her own ground, 
triumphing over her enemies and driving the 
usurper from her border, so will she now 
successfully resist the attacks of the enemy 
and hold the ground which.she has gained 
against all odds. 

But there are conditions with which the 
people of the south must eomply in order to 
do this. In aword, perfect union and har- 
mony must prevail in the democratic ranks 
all along the shining lines; wherever the 
standard of democracy is raised there must 
be a shout and a rallying of the people 
around it. In union alone is the south 
strong, and that there is a lack of perfect 
nnion in some sections is evident from the 
ringing calls which some of our exchanges 
are making for democrats to stand together 
and swerve neither to the right nor left in 
the forward march. 

In some states, and notably in Alabama, 
a division of sentiment on local issues 
threatens to make a split in the ranks, which 
should all the time be e@psing up and forming 
in solid phalanx; in othér words, some of the 
soldiers are fighting among themselves, for- 
gctful of the enemy, whose battering rams 
are thundering at their gates, and who are 
ever watchful to regain’ a foothold on. the 
field from which they have been driven. 

This will never do; it is playing into the 
hands.of the enemy to allow unimportant 
issues to affect the one-great issue of demo- 
cratic government in the south; that is par- 
amount to everything—the one goal on 
which our gaze should be centered, and to 
which our steps should tend. Whenever 
this mutiny in the ranks occurs, the red flag 
of republicanism is hoisted and an effort 
made to keep it flying, while they muster 
their scattered forces and prepare for an at- 
tack. 

Let the democrats of the south be wary 
and stand together; there is no time for 
bickerings and petty strifes; but there is need 
of earnest, faithful work and a union of in- 
terests in the common cause of good govern- 
ment, 


The Farmer Bears the Burden. 

Here is another chapter in the robber tariff 
bill. 

The McKinley bill will impose a tax of 
from two dollars to two dollars and a half on 
every ton of manufactured fertilizers used by 
our farmers. 

Now, the farmers of the country can not 
stand these figures. : 

We use 2,000,000 tons of these fertilizers a 
year. The bill, therefore, proposes to rob 
the farmers of more than $4,000,000 an- 
nually. 

At present the sulphuric acid used in the 
manufacture of fertilizers is free. Very little 
isimported. The manufacturers are making 
money. The government needs no addi- 
tional revenue. Why tax this necessary ar- 
ticle? 

If the government draws this $4,000,000 
a year from the pockets of the farmers it will 
be to benefit forty or fifty manufacturers 
whose thousand or so workingmen will re- 
ceive no higher wages. 

This is another attempt to tax the masses 
for the classes. There is neither reason nor 
justice in it. 

As we said, the other day, when discussing 
the proposed enormous increase of duties on 
guns. cutlery, glassware and pottery, we are 
face to face with a business question, and 
| polities and sectionalism should have noth- 
ing to do with it. ba)

pay two or three dollars a ton more for his

A Democratic. Press, 

The press of the United States is soundly 
democratic—there can be no doubt of it, and 
the republican party is beginning to realize 
the danger which threatens it in this direc- 
tion. It will be impossible to resist the 
power of an organized democratic press in 
the next national campaign, and that a ma- 
jority of the best.and most influential pa- 
pers, which have hitherto leaned to republi- 
canism, are now practically if not avowedly 
on the democratic side, the republicans 
themselves admit. In a recent speech at 
Pittsburg Clarkson, of Iowa, said:

In this sec- 
tion our laws against carrying concealed 
weapons are very strict, and they are rigidly 
enforced. Up north, whatever the laws 
may be on the subject, they do not appear 
tobe respected. & 

The New York Tribune ought to be good 
authority in this matter. It says that a 
very fair percentage of the men one meets 
on the streets of New York have revolvers 
stored away somewhere about their persons. 
It thinks that this percentage is larger on 
Broadway. than on the less pretentious 
streets, and says that if a mad dog should 
take a turn around Union Square the specta- 
tor would be astonished to see the number of 
men who would draw pistols. 

All this merely goes to strengthen our 
conviction ie north is the home of the 
pistol toters. Under the cireumstances, the 
Tribune and its northern contemporaries 
have a fine field for missionary work at their 
very doors.

Mr. Childs and the South. 


Two subscribers of THE CONSTITUTION 
in North Carolina unite in requesting us to 
print an editorial article from the Phila- 
delphia Ledger, together with such com- 
ments as thay suggest themselves. Accord- 
ingly, we print the Ledger’s article in another 
column. : ay, 

Such portions of the editorial as seem_to 
call for comment are merely repetitions of 
mistakes and misunderstandings that THE 
CONSTITUTION has striven to explain and 
correct over and over again. Why, for 
instance, should a writer so intelligent and 
enlightened as the editor of the Ledgergin 
response to an appeal from the south for 
fair play, refer tothe attitude of the southern 
people at the beginning of the war? What 
possible relation is there between the situa- 
tion then and the situation now? It requires 
no very keen eye to catch a. glimpse of the 
sinister motive that lurks beneath the sug- 
gestion. , 

But the editor of the Ledger, properly 
ashamed of the intimation, proceeds to_neu- 
tralize it by showing that it was dragged in 
unnecessarily. He then goes on to say that 
the south makes a mistake when it identifies 
the north with ‘‘the proposed radical devices 
of rabid partisans in congress and in the 
newspaper press.’’ He says that no greater 
And yet, if the 
editor of the Ledger can be misled, as he 
certainly seems to be, by the persistent 
charges of republican partisans, is it not 
reasonable tu believe that the great mass of 


* northern people who are in the habit of en- 


dorsing at the polls every act of the rabid 
partisans—-is it not reasonable, we say, to 
believe that these people are also misled? 

The editor of the Ledger goes on to say 
that ‘‘there isa very common belief enter- 
tained north and south that the southern 
colored people are not only ignorant, but 
that the door of education is largely closed: 
against them, and that to the most unjust 
degree are their rights as citizens of the 
great republic withheld from them.’? Such 
a statement as this shows that not only the 
people of the north, but even such men as 
the editor of the Ledger, have a great deal 
to learn about the situation in the south. 

To us it seems absurd that Mr. Childs or 
any of his assistants could entertain the 
belief which the Ledger says is very common 
at the north and south. It is not eommon 
at the south, for everybody here knows that 
the door of education is not largely closed 
against the negro. There isno exeuse what- 
ever for the real or pretended ignorance of 
the Ledger on the subject. What is true of 
Georgia in the matter of negro education is 
true of the whole south. In this state last 
year, $250,000 was added to the annual 
school fund, making a total of more than 
$1,000,000. Forty-nine per cent of the ben- 
efits of this fund falls to the share of the 
blacks, although the whites pay a tax on 
$368,000,000 and the negroes on only $10,- 
000,000. As for the south, poor as its people 
have been, hard as has-been their struggle with 
fate and circumstance, they have spent since 
1865 $122,000,000 for educational. purposes, 
and added to that sum $52,000,000 more 
last year. Paying one-thirtieth of the taxes, 
the blacks get nearly one-half of the fund 
for their benefit. Does the editor of the 
Ledger call this closing the door of edu- 
cation to the negroes? _ | 

Our Philadelphia contemporary goes on to

We-ask again, is the south to have fair 
play in the settlement of this negro question, 
or is the whole matter to be turned over to 
the confusion of partisan politics? 


The Republican Policy in the South. 

The Philadelphia Press, 
republican organ, endorses the policy out- 
lined by Speaker Reed in his retent speech 
at Pittsburg, has a beautiful article on the 
industrial progress of the South Itis what 
may be called a glowing article, and it is all 
the more remarkable because of the sympa- 
thy of the Press with the oppressive policy 
toward the south that has already been out- 
lined by the republican leaders. 

Our Philadelphia contemporary even goes 
so far as to say that ‘‘the north has a vital 
interest in the quickening of the life-blood of 
the south,’’ which is a queer remark to 
make, considering the fact that the partisan 


and sectional legislation proposed by the 


republican majority will strike an unseason- 
able blow at southern business interests and 
at the industrial progress of the section. 

The south has, indeed, made wonderful 
progress industrially, and the extraordinary 
character and extent of her material re- 
sources have attracted capital from the 
north; but the fact should be clearly borne 
in mind that the industries of this section 
made no progress whatever during the 
reconstruction period, when the republican 
party was endeavoring to saddle oppressive 
legislation on our people. ‘The result of this 
republican effort to oppress and humiliate 
the south was stagnation. 

There was some improvement when Hayes, 
under the pressure of complications. that 
were alarming to the republican conspirators, 
withdrew his support from the defeated 
republican candidates in the south. Under 
the stimulus of home rule and honest gov- 
ernment the people of the south went to 
work to build up their waste places. The 
progress they made was such as to attract the 
attention of the country, and in the course of 
a few years the remarkable resources of their 
soil and climate, supplemented by the richest 
mineral deposits to be found in the world, 
enabled them to make considerable progress, 
and this has been going on and increasing 
down to the present time. 

The Press attributes it all to the tariff 
system, and seems to be in quite a congrat- 
ulatory mood. ‘The probability is that the 
tariff has had nothing to do with it. The 
results that have astonished the world have 
all been brought about under the stimulus of 
home rule. The energy and enterprise that 
the southern people have developed are a 
part of the reaction from-the hopelessness 
and despair ef republican rule.. We need 
not remind the Press that the most remarka- 
ble development the south has made—the 
most astonishing industrial progress—was 
during the four years of Mr. Cleveland’s 
administration. When we say the industrial 
progress of the south, we intend to gpply 
The relations 
between the races during Mr. Cleveland’s 
administration were all that could be desired. 
The mutual prejudices existing between the 
races which were the result mainly of the 
irritation created by the pressure of republi- 
can sectionalism and partisanship, were more 
or less allayed. ‘There were.not even any 
rumors of the ‘‘outrages’’ that had figured so 
largély im the columns of the organs. The 
whole south was rapidly settling downto the 
enjoyment of peace and a prosperity the 
most wonderful in some of its phases that 
has ever been seen in this country. 

But now all.is to be changed. ‘The repub- 
licans are advertising a policy and a pro- 
gramme that will paralyze business in the 
south, unnerve the hand of enterprise, and 
bring the progress and development of the 
section to a standstill. That is what the 
statesmen of the republican party offer to 
the country—the paralysis of industry. 

Let the Press consider these _ things. 
There is nothing more certain that the 
republican policy will practically bring the 
south to a standstill in all departments of 
progress, 

All that the people here ask is home rule 
and honest government.

INGEKSOLL ON LABOR. 


The Workers of the Country Can Be lits 
Kulers. 
Robert Ingersoll. 

I believe there is to be a revolution in the rela- 
tions between labor and capital. The laboring 
people a few generations ago were not very intel- 
lectual. There were no schooj-houses, no teachers 
except the church, and the church taught obe- 
dience and faith—told the poor people that al- 
though they had a hard time here, working for 
nothing, they would be paid im paradise with a 
large interest. Now the working people are more 
intelligent—they are better educated—they read 
and write. In order to carry on the works of the 
present many of them aré machinists of the highest 
order. They must be reasoners. Every kind of 
mechanism insists upon logic. 

The working people are reasoners—their hands 
and heads are in partnership. They know a great 
deal more than the capitalists. It takes a_thou- 
sand times the brain to make a locomotive that it 
does to run a store or a bank. Think of the intel- 
ligence ina steamship and in all the thousand 
machines and devices that are now working for 
the world.. These .working people read. They 
meet together—they discuss. They are becoming 
more and more independent in thought. They do 
not believe all they heat. They may take their 
hats off their heads to the priests, but they keep 
their brains in their heads for themselves. 

The free school in this. country has tended to put 
men on an equality,and the mechanic understands 
his side of the casé,and is able to express his 
views. Under these circumstances there must be 
a revolution. That is to say, the relations between 
capital and labor must be changed, and the time 
must come when they who do the work—they who 
make the money—will insist on having some of 
the profits. 

I do not expect this remedy to come entirely 
from the government, orfrom government inter- 
ference. I think the government can aid in pass- 
ing good and wholesome laws—laws fixing the 
length of a labor day; laws preventing the em- 
ployment of children; laws for the safety and 
security of workingmen in mines and other dan- 
gerous places. But the laboring people must rely 
upon themselves; on their intelligence, and 
especially on their political power. They are in 
the majority in this country. They can if they 
wish—if they will staud together—elect congresses 
and senates and presidents and judges. They 
have it in their power to administer govern- 
ment of the United States.

have got to be obtained from the Georgia Pho- 
pograph company, who control this state fora 
term of years, for all appliances and appurte- 
gances pertaining to the phonograph; anc would 
suggest that you cannot legally advertise the pho- 
nograph without our authority. 

“We do not wish to interfere in any way, but 
are satisfied that you do not understand the true 
facts in the matter, and, therefore, have taken 
this method of calling your attention to | 

A postscript is added stating that the 
sharch advertising the phanograph lays itself 


the sentence: ‘We object to an entertain- 
ment in which the word phonograph is used 
in any manner.”

A Card From Mr. Turman.

It is to be given for the benefit 
of McDonough mission, and we had no intention 
of infringing on the rights or patents of the 
Georgia Phonograph company. We regret ex- 
ceedingly that our **methods of advertising” are 
80 annoying to our “big bud,” and offer the sug- 
gestion that our formidable rival would make 
such improvements on its “appliances and 
appurtenances” as would enable it to 
take notes more carefully, instead 
of talking so crossly to weaklings. Had the Geor- 
gia Phonograph (we ask if this isa eeanes 
Georgia’) read carefully our ‘‘ad,”’ 1t would have 
Been that we used the word phonographic merely 
descriptive, not presuming to say that we had a 
Georgia phonograph. _ 

We regret that there is any objection raised by 
the company to our using the word phonograph; 
etill the United States patent laws do not afford 
the kind of protection that would render one 
“liable to suit for damages”’ by either speaking, 
writing or printing the name of the instrument.

SHE IS TIRED OF HIM. 


GEORGE MARTIN, WHO WAS E} 
POSED IN ATLANTA, 


Is Thrown Overboard by the Wife Whose 
Appearance Created So Much Talk 
'-Here—She Gets a Divorce. 


George Martin, once wellk nown in Atlanta 
as theeditor, owner and manager of the Sunday 
Avalanche, is just now figuring in a big sensa- 
tion in Baltimore. : 

His wife has secured a divorce from him. 

About three years ago Martin created quite a 
sensation in Atlanta by marrying the lady who 
has just been separated from him by the 
courts. 

The story of that marriage had many interest- 


ing features. 

Some five years ago or more Martin came to 
Atlanta a stranger to everybody, and began 
work on the Atlanta Journal. He was in the 
advertising department, and proved to be one 
of the most successful canvassers the city had 
ever seen. 

Not many months after Martin came to At- 
lanta a woman with two or three children ar- 
rived in the city. She was met at the union 
depot by Martin, and a day or two later the 
advertising solicitor’s friends were under the 
impression that his family had reached the 
city. A few days later the woman accompa- 
nied Martin to the Journal office, where he in- 
troduced her as his wife. 

The Martin family made no attempt to enter 
society, and received very few callers. 

About the time the Journal changed hands, 
or a litte before, Martin left it and began the 
publication of the Sunday Avalanche. The 
paper had a fair success, and was the organ of 
the anti-prohibition party during the dry era. 
While publishing the Avalanche, Martin went 
to Virginia to visit relatives, and while there 
married Mrs. Isabella O. Maddux. Then 
he and his bride went west on a wedding tour, 
and the news of the marriage was telegraphed 
THE ConsTITUTION from Washington, D. C. 

The story created a sensation in Atlanta, 
bécause those who knew Martin believed he 
was married. : 

Soon after the marriage, Martin and his 
bride came to Atlanta, stopping at the Kim- 
ball. He protested vehemently against the 
stories which had been printed about him, but 
admitted that he had known the woman who 
was presumed to be his wife, and that his re- 
lations with her had not been of the proper 
kind. 

Mrs. Martin proved to be a lady of refine- 
ment, and soon became quite a favorite, with 
those who met her. 

Two years ago, Martin gave up the publica- 
tion of the Avalanche, and went to Baltimore 
to live. 

Atlanta lost sight of him, and forgot his 
story. | 

But this story, published in a Baltimore pa- 
per, recalls it all. 

Mrs. Isabella O. Martin secured an absolute 
divoree today from her husband and the rightito as- 
sume the name of her first husband, who was Dr. 
T. Clay Maddux. This lady has not been successful 
in her marriages. Her first husband was a phy- 
sician and an infinential politician who was shot 
ina duelat Odenion, Md., during an exciting 
election in 1881. Five years latter, Mrs. Maddux, 
who was stilla very pretty woman, met George 
Martin in Washington, andin her complaint in 
the court she tells of her romantic meeting and 
marriage. 

In early life, she said, she and her second hus- 
band, then a handsome lad, played and romped 
together as children, and when they grew to man 
and womanood they became sweethearts, but as 
time rolled on the igpauemen J forgot. each other 
and separated. Their courtship was renewed after 
the death of her first husband, and, after a twen- 
ty-four hours’ engagement, they were married 
and spent a happy honeymoon of two 
weeks at her sister's home in Albermarle 
county, Virginia.

THE PROPERTY OF THE ATLANTA 
FEMALE INSTITUTE. 


Mr. Humphreys Castleman’s Bid of $48,100 
Takes It—The Institute to Close the 
First of July Next. 


The Atlanta Female Institute property on 
Peachtree, between Ellis and Cain streets, 
was sold at auction yesterday afternoon. 

It was purchased by Mr. Humphreys Castle- 
man for $48,100. 

Colonel George W. Adair conducted the sale 
on the premises, and a crowd representing con- 
siderable capital was present when the first 
bid was cried, 

Some of those present who were interested 
in the bidding were Mr. W. P. Inman, Mr. 
W. W. Rhodes, Mr. J. W. Rucker, Mr. Hum- 
phreys Castleman, Mr. Willis Ragan, Mr. G. 
B. Adair, Mr. Ollie Fuller and others. 

During and before the sale begun the build- 


ing and grounds were open forinspection. The 


crowd, or those who intended bidding, took 
advantage of this, going through the institute 
from garret to cellar. 

Colonel Adair received $25,000 as a starting 
bid. 

Then quickly they came by the thousands, 
and five thousands, until $45,000 was dwelt on.

property was knocked down to Mr. Castleman 
at $48,100. . 

The property consists of a beautiful lot 
108x260 feet, riglit on the most elevated por- 
tion of Peachtree street. 

On the lot is the handsome brick and stone 
building of the Atlanta Female Institute. It 
contains fifty-four rooms, and is equipped with 
all modern appliances and conveniences. 

Asaschool, itis a model. It was designed 
and built for that purpose, but with little or 
no modification is adaptable to a first-class up- 
town boarding house. 

The building was erected in 1881, by a com- 
pany of forty-one stockholders—men who 
realized the importance of such an_institu- 
tion, and who built it for Mrs. Ballard, who 
was then, and is yet, a leader in the higher 
education of young ladies. 

She has occupied the premises nine years, 
and during that time the institution has be- 
come known all over the country. 

Mrs. Ballard has been purchasing the stock 
held by the promoters of the enterprise evcr 
since the school opened, and when the proy- 
erty was knocked down yesterday she held a 
clear deed to it in her own name. 

The lot originally cost, at the time the in- 
stitute was built, $10,000. The improvements 
represent $28,000, making the total cost 
$38,000. 

This shows an advance of $10,000 in the 
value of the property in nine years. The lot 
represents this doubling, as of course the im- 
provements necessarily decrease with age. 

The figure brought by the property is re- 
garded as minimum by men who make a busi- 
nrss of valuing real estate in Atlanta. 

One-third cash and the remainder in four 
yearly payments were the terms under which 
the sale was made. 

Mr. Castleman, who bought the property, 
has other gentlemen associated with him in 
the purchase. 

Just what will be done with the property has 
not been definitely determined by the buyers. 

Mr. Castleman stated thatit was probable 
the building would either continue in its 
present use as a school, or be opened as a tony 
up-town hotel. 

He is perfectly satisfied with the purchase, 
and considers that he and his associates have 
secured a bargain for their outlay. 

Mrs. Ballard will retire from her profession 
as an educator. She has devoted her life to it, 
and has achieyed a success and distinction 
that but few women have attained. 

Mrs. Ballard was the pioneer in Atlanta for 
the higher education for girls, and her ability 
and energy have helped not a little to make 
the name of Atlanta known in distant parts. 

Possession of the property will be given Mr. 
Castleman on the Ist of. July next, immedi- 
ately after the final exercises of the present 
term of the school close.

GEORGIA RAILROADS. 


TWENTY-SEVEN MILES OF THE WAY- 
CROSS AIR-LINE TRACK DOWN. 


Fort Payne and Port Royal—Lumpkin’s Rail- 
road to Connect Withthe Columbus 
Southern—A Local Change. 


The Waycross Air-Line, it seems, is an as- 


éured fact. 

The ineorporators mnivationed in the charter 
are the Way Cross Lumber company ; Stillwell, 
Millen & Co.; ef Savynnah; L. Ry Millen & 
Co., of New York, and Hon. J. L, Sweat, of 
this city,who is also attorney for thie road. 
Captain Lenwuel Johnson, president of the 
Waycross Lumber company, ts the general 
manager of the Waycross Air-Line, and to his 
individual efforts, as well as to the persistent 
energy and keen foresight of Colonel Sweat, is 
due the success of the road. 

The line, as surveyed, will run_ centrally 
throug) C offee county, passing directly through 
the love! y town of Douglass, the capitol of that 
flourishing county. 

The distance from Waycross to Douglass is 
forty-one miles on an air-line, ‘and the line 
passes through the most magnificent body of 
timber growing anywhere in the south. ‘Be- 
yond Doug!ass the road will go to Cordele, one 
of the coming towns of that section of the 

country. ¢ ‘ordele is on ly 110 miles from Way: 
cross. The road is built already a distance of 
twenty-seven miles, and the grading is done 
two or three miles further ‘ leaving only about 
twelve mnile s of gr ading and fourteen miles of 
track-laying tocomplete the line to the town 
of Dorg'ass. 

The W aveross Air Line will be built on to 
the poi int where the Atlanta and Florida is 
completed, and will connect there with 
that roi id, giving a route fifty miles 
shorter from Atlanta to W ayCross than any 
Other. 

» The road known as the Abbeville and Way- 
Cross W a come into the Air-Line at some 
point above Donaglass, and will form a very im- 
portant brauch. That will open up connec- 
tion with that rich and fertile portion of Geor- 


a The beupfits that will accrne to the people 
in Coffee, Appling. Ware and the other counties 
through which this-road leads, are beyond cal- 
culation, and the people are cheerfully giving 
the right-of-way through their lands. As far 
as they have gone the road has been built with 
the individual means of the stockholders, they 
having soticited nothing except the right-of- 
way from any man. They are running a 
regular schedule over, the road as far as Beach 
& Co.’s still, a distauce of twenty miles. The 
train leaves Waycross at 8:30 a. m. and returns 
about 4in the afterncon. 

The Air-Line company has purchased about 
ten or twelve acres of land in the northwestern 

art of Wayeress, upon wich to erect depots, 
Build side-tr: icks, etc., and we understand that 
the depot will be built mear the residence of 
Councilman H. W. Wilson at an early day. 

[t is the intention of the company to dispose 
of the land along the line of road at a very low 
cost to actual settlers, in order to settle up the 
country. 

Fort Payne and Port Royal. 

The Fort Payne Journal talks as if the Fort 
Payne and P ort Royal railroad is to be a fact. 
It will be remembered that a company has 
been formed to build from Birmingham to 
Guntersville to connect with this road. 

The proposed road will start from Decatur, 
west of Fort Payne, pass through Gunters- 
ville and thence through Fort Payne, Gaines- 
ville, Ga., and on to Charleston and Port 
Royal, S. C., making an independent line the 
entiredistance, the road making a part near 
the coast, one branch going to Charleston and 
the other te Port Royal, which are forty miles 
apart. The entire length of the road will be 
404 miles. 

This road will open up extensive iron de- 
posits in several places and the coal fields and 
timber districts’on Sand mountain and else- 
where. 

Lumpkin’s Railroad. 

The Lumpkin Independent says: The sur- 
vey of a railroad route from Lumpkin to some 
pet oe the Columbus Southern, which has 
een in Operation for two or three weeks past, 
under the direction of some of Lumpkin’s pro- 
gressive citizens, has reached a point three or 
four miles beyond the Hannahatchee creek. 
The most difficult part of the survey has been 
successfully accomplished, namely, reaching 
the creek from Lumpkin, and now the work is 
progressing as favorably as could be expected 
and the, route is easy, practical and 
feasible. ‘There is no longer any 
doubt about. the route being entirely 
practical, while the greater portion of it 
‘can be graded at comparatively nominal cost. 
Tire cost of trestling the Hannahatchee will 
not be expensive, and the whole work can be 
‘done at moderate cost. The camps of the sur- 
veying party have been established at Green 
_ Fil, alout twelve miles from Lumpkin, and 
the surtey will be pushed to completion to 
Cusseta or some other accessible point on the 
Columbus Southern. The success of this en-

Ramie for Mexico.—Mr. Walter Forbes left At- 
lanta last night for New Orleans, where he goes to 
meet representatives of the Mexican gevernment, 
who are endeavoring to secure control for Mexico 
of his process of curing ramie. There has been 
formed at the City of Mexico a company made up 
of the president of the republic, cabinet members 
and other high Officials, called the Ramie com- 
pany. The object of that company .is to further 
the cultivation of the ramie plant in the republic 
and to make the cultivation as lucrative as possi- 
ble by securing the best methods of securing the 
fibre. 

Some time ago samples of all the. ramie ma- 
chines made were taken to Mexico, and a test of 
them were made there. The success of the ex- 
periment was not marked, and learning of Mr.

The rest of the story has been told, except 
the heroism of the young lady, which *was 
equal to that of a martyr. During the time 
that her mother was present she concealed her 
anguish, aud when she had left the room the 
poor girl still asked I4r attendants not to let 
her mother know of her sufferings.

Mrs. Walker and her daughter were formerly 
employes of Messrs. Chamberlin & Johnson, 
and from a little girl Miss Fannie grew to be a 
beautiful young lady. ~ 

In her tenderer years she became very much 
endeared to the members of the firm and em- 
ployes, and as soon as the sad news of her mis- 
fortune reached the house Messrs. Chamberlin 
& Johnson sent Mr. B. D. Pattey, one of their 
most trusted men, to the scene, and instructed 
him to represent the firm in any way in which 
they could minister to the comfort of the suf- 
ferer or her family. 

Miss Fannie died at 10:45 Wednesday night. 
Mr. Pattey secured the services of Messrs. C. 
H. Swift & Co., undertakers, and then set 
about giving substantial aid to the_ heart- 
broken mother. 

When he made known the sorrowful facts 
in the case, the employers and employes of 
Chamberlin & Johnson soon subscribed a 
sufticient amount to pay the expenses of the 
funeral, and to pay forthe lotin which the 
body of the young lady will be laid to rest this 
morning.

A Letter from John T. Mack About the Lot 
at Johnson's Island. — 

Below is given a letter received recently by 
Colonel J.O. Waddell, concerning the con- 
federate graves on Johnson’s island. 

The satisfactory progress showh must be 
gratifying to all Georgians—for it has been a 
Georgia work, and the marble over the graves 
is Georgia marble—but especially to thosethat 
have contributed directly. 

The letter explains itself: 

SanbDvusky, O., April 22, 1890.—Colonel John O. 
Waddell, Atlanta: Dear Sir—Om my return from 
Johnson's island I find your letter awaiting me. 
The headstones came through all right, arriving 
several days ago and not a slab brokem I made 
a contract with Mr. C. Schienk, who 
had the slabs transported to the island, 
and yesterday morning at 6 o'clock, we 
went across the bay with a force of men to begin 
placing the headstones. It was: much such a 
morning a3 that last i geen on which your 
party visited the island, and I thonght as we 
walked along the beach, the budding trees, fresh 
pecs grass, the warm sunshine and the 
birds singing, what more auspicious morn- 
ing could we have chosen to _ begin 
the little mission all about us’ £o attuned to 
the resurrection thought. I spent some time 
with Mr. Schienk on the sacred spot, comparing 
the dim and decaying marks on the old heaa- 
boards with tle chart ard list I have, and getting 


the work started right. I again went over 
this atternoon, and found the men mak- 
ing good progress, having well set about 


seventy-five headstones. If the weather con- 
tinnes pleasant, this week will see allin place. I 
wish you and the brethren who were with me last 
fall cou'd sce the spot now— how different it looks! 
No longer the silent voices -speak only of neg- 


lected) mounds and “forgotten dead. For 
a mile or more out trom shore -you can 
see the lines of white headstones 


andfrom all points about the landing they are 
plainly visible. 1 will report to you fully when the 
work is completed and I have accepted it, that you 
may report to your people through the Georgia 
press.

MERRY PICNICKERS 


WHO SPENT YESTERDAY WiTHh seine 
CONDUCTORS. 


A Great Crewd Attends and Every- 
bedy Has a Good Time. 


The conductors’ picnic at Pearl Springs 
yesterday was a complete and happy success. 

Over tnree thousand people were on the 
grounds. 

Four years ago the order of Railway Con- 
ductors gave its first picnic, and it was one of 
the most delightful Atlantians had ever 
known. 

Each year since the order has givin a picnicg 
and each picnic has been much better then the 
one before it. 

Of the four, the one yesterday was the most 
pleasant of all. 

For several weeks past the railway ‘conduc- 
tors have been arranging for the day and had, 
the weather been made to order it could not 
have suited better. The members of the va- 
rious committees worked faithfully to make 
everything move smoothly, and they certainly 
succeeded. 

Nearly two thousand people went down 
from Atlanta. 

A train of twenty cars left the union depot 
at 7:30 o’clock in the morning. Every coach 
was neat and pleasant and every passenger was 
given aseat. The train was a long one, but 
with Engineer R. J. Robinson at the throttle 
it made good time, landing the picnickers at 
Newnan before 19 o'clock. 

No prettier ride is afforded in the state than 
one over the Atlanta and West Point road, 
with its pretty parks at the depots and thriv- 
ing towns. Between Atlanta and Newnan 
are some of the road’s prettiest parks, and 
everybody on the train observed them. 

At every station as the train passed down ad- 
ditions were made to the party, and when the 
train came to ahalt at Newnan the people 
walked out in great numbers. 

The picnic groynds were located two and a 


“half miles from the railroad and to it every 


che walked. 

The walk, however, was through a beautifal 
grove shaded with an abundance of shade 
trees and pretty flowers. 

During the walk from the depot to the lake 
the Zouave band played several pieces and 
after reaching the platform they became quiet. 

Then dancing was indulged in throughout 


the day. 

No prettier place for a picnic could be found 
than Pearl Springs. In the center of a large 
tract of land are two beautiful springs—springs 
which nevergodry. Near thespringsisa large 
lake of twenty acres, and upon the banks are 
two or three boat- houses and a large dancing 
pavtiion. 

A kaif hundred boats were chained to the 
boat-house, and during the day they were 
used by the visitors. 

Immediately after the picnickers reached 
the grounds the Zouave orchestra went upon 
the pavilion and the dencing be he 
mu-ie was excellent, and some of the .best 
dancers in the state were following it. 

Over the hills through the large grove the 
groups were scattered, and baskets well filled 
with good things were awaiting the noon hour. 

Barbecued meats were provided, too, for all 
who wanted them. 

Before the baskets were opened and the 
table-cloths spread “ the grass, many par- 
ties formed groups before Photographer Ed- 
wards’s camera, and in a day or two will have 
the satisfaction of seeing how they looked at 
the picnic. 

After dinner dancing gave way to boating 
and fishing, and for two or three hours the lake 
was full of boats,and in each boat wasa 
merry, happy party. One of the attractions, 
too, after dinner, was an attempt of Chastain 
to walk the water like Hanlon, and this made 
the crowd lots of fun. 

Rowing in the sunshine. soon became monot- 
onous, and then dancing and photographing 
was resumed. 

Five o'clock found the picnickers starting 
from the grove back to the depat, and in a half 
hour the beautiful grove about the lake and 
springs was without an —_ ant. 

Everybody came away thoroughly happy 
and more than pleased with the day. 

The conductors were out in full force, and, 
without an exception, did everything possible 
to make their guests and friends have a pleas 
ant day. 

And they succeeded. 

The members of the order all wore hand- 
some badges, and wherever a white badge was 
seen a genial host was found. The commit- 
tees having charge of the day worked most in- 
dustriously, and were constantly trying to add 
a pleasure to the happiness of some one. The 
executive committee, composed of Mr. Sand- 
ford Vandiver, Mr. J. H. Latimerand Mr. Fred 
Bush, showed their worth in arranging the pro- 
gramme for the day and watching its solution.

My father was a scholar of profound erndi- 
tion and marvelous attainments; he penetrated 
further into the arcana of philosophy than any 
man of his generation; but he was totally des- 
titute of personal ambition, and never could 
be induced to put his discoveries and specula- 
tions into literary form.

ing there like a snake, and kissing him as the 
adder strikes poison into its victim. But her 
hate—that is scarcely to be deseribed. Had 

_ destiny made hera rulerof nations, like Semi- 
ramis or Cleopatra, she would have made their 
revenges look pale by contrast with hers; her 
cruelty towards those who had -kindled her re- 
sentment was as raging and implacable as fire. 

1 was their only child, and I inherited from 
both.

NEW YORK, May 1.—The stock market was 
again active and strong today, and the tone of 
dealings was more pronounced than at any time 
during the present rise, especially in Vanderbilts 
and grangers, together with a few specialties. 

The reaction toward the close yesterday, and the 
prospect of trouble over the labor demonstrations, 
were made the basis for an attack at the opening 
this morning by the bears, and the bulls sold out, 
who are looking fora reaction of sufficient mag- 
nitude to enable them to get im again, with some 
prospect of another profit on the long side. The 
fact that today is a holiday in London, 
and there was no market there, which 
might act as a sustaining influence upon ours, 
was also an inducement to try the hammering 
process, but advices from the other side showed 
that everything was passing off without disturb- 
ance of any kind and sellers of yesterday came in 
as buyers, and the rally was sosudden and sharp. 
that there was no time to recoup at anything 
like the figures of opening. The demonstration 
against values gave the market an unsettled ap- 
pearance at the opening, and most of the active 
shares were slightly lower than dast evening; but 
before trading had beén” in _ progress 
five minutes, the market had developed 
@ strong tone that was unmistakable,and the bears 
goon withdrew. News from the west upon the rail- 
road situation was all of an encouraging nature, 
and the grangers early became leaders in the up- 
avard movement, Rock Island and St. Paul leading 
off followed by Atchison, Northwestern and Chi- 
cago gas. There were rumors of many kinds 
mostly of a bearish tenor, but that sort of talk is 
now at a discount, and no attention is paid tothem 
whatever. Later in the day the Vanderbilts took 
up the upward march, and all of that group made 
sharp advances, even New York Central showing 
a gain of two per cent at its best figures. The en- 
trance of President Marvin Hughitt, of the 
Northwestern, into the Union Pacifie directory, 
stimulated both of those properties, and the last 
named was one of the features of late trading. 

The unlisted department was very quiet, but 
sugar refineries were as active as usual, and made 
a handsome advance, closing at its top figure. 

The closer working of the moncy market toward 
the close of the day was due entirely to 
payments incident to the first of the month, which 
caused some more selling by the trading clement, 
and prices were again inclined to sag toward de- 
livery hours; but buying at concessions again 
assumed large proportions and the market closed 
active and strong at about the best figures reached. 
Among the specialties which attracted the most 
atténtion by reason of strength displayed, were 
Oregon Short Line, Flint and Pere Marquette and 
San Francisco preferred. Sales of listed, 326,000;

Features of the Spéculative Movement in 
. Grain and Provisions. 

CHICAGO, May 1—Trading in wheat was ona 
large scale again today and there was considerable 
excitement with a sharp advance in prices, May 
opened 14,c higher and advanced 1%4¢ more fell 
back 214, again advanced 4c and closed 5c higher 
than yesterday. June advanced 4c and closed 
4c higher. July opened 1@1'<c higher than yes- 
terday’s closing, advanced 1°%4@17c more, eased 
off slightly, ruled unsettled and closed about 4c 
higher than yesterday. Buying orders came pour- 
ing in from all section, the country being again 
well represented on the buying side. Local opera- 
tors traded more heavily, wider fluctuations giv- 
ing more scope for speculative ventures. The 
chief influence on the market was the continued 
dry weather in the northwest and the receipt of 
unfavorable crop news from winter wheat dis- 
tricts.
